Plans have been perfected whereby 
The Narberth Plan for the purchase 
of food at reduced prices will be made 
possible for every citizen of the bor- 
ough. The sub-conimiUee appointed 
for this purpose has determined that 
a canvass of the entire borough be 
made by volunteer members of the 
general committee to secure the 
pledges of a sufficient number of citi- 
zens to make the plan workable on an 
economic basis. 

Announcement will be made in a 
forthcoming issue of "Our Town" of 
these canvassers and the territory to 
which they have been assigned. 

More than iirty citizens have al- 
ready signified their intention of giv- 
ing the Narberth Plan a three months 
trial; but the sponsors of the plan 
believe that it will be necessary to 
have at least 200 persons who are 
willing to make the venture of $1.50. 

It should be borne in mind that by 
signifying an intention to try out this 
money-saving plan no individual 
risks more than $1.50 for a three 
months' trial. If the plan is success- 
ful, as its sponsors believe that it 
must be, membership will be continued 
at 50 cents a month which will be less 
than 3 per cent, of the average family 
grocery bill for commodities necessary 
to the daily life. 

It should be understood by all who 
pledge themselves to a trial of this 
plan that no obligation to purchase 
from the Narberth grocers is implied 
even though the prices of the com- 
modities offered will be lower than 
those which obtain elsewhere. 

Under the Narberth Plan there are 
four classes of buyers, viz: 

1. Mcml»ers who pay caslu 

2. Members ivlio deposit a cash 
uriiaraiity. 



'.i. Members who dejwslt a demand 
note inuiranty. 
4. Buyers who are not members. 

Members who buy for cash do NOT 
deposit money or note at the bank; 
cash-guaranty members deposit money 
at the bank to protect their open ac- 
counts at the store, and pay those ac- 
i counts at regular intervals. Their 
i credit at the store depends on their 
j keeping enough cash in bank to pay 
J for what they buy, so that the bank 
! is always safe in accepting bills 
; against their accounts. They get the 
I same prices as the cash member buy- 
! or. Credit-guaranty members, instead 
: of depositing cash to protect their 
open accounts, deposit a demand note 
| acceptable to the bank, which is held 
to protect the bank. These members 
pay $1.01 for what cash members pay 
$1 for. 

The non-member can buy, but must 
; p:iy at the rate of $1.05 for what 
members pay $1 for.

The fourth annual convention of 
the Woman Suffrage party of Phila- 
delphia county will be held on Sat- 
urday, February 2», at the Bollevue- 
Stratl'ord. Sessions at. 2 P. M. and 
S.30 P. M.. to which the public is ad- 
mitted. Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, 
Mrs. Maude Wood Park and other 
noted women will speak. A war-time 
dinner will be served at 7 P. M. Tick- 
ets for which are $2.50 instead of $2, 
as previously announced. They may 
be obtained before Thursday from 
Mrs. Charles Walter Young, Box 20, 
N'arherth, Pa. The sessions and din- 
ner are open to men as well as wo- 
men. 

Women's Hospital 1'iiit for Foreign 
Service Supported by the National 
Woman Suffrage Association 
A Women's Hospital Unit has been 
organized by Dr. Caroline Finley, of 
New York City. The staff t:> consist 
entirely of women, fifty in number, 
consisting of doctors, nurses, ambu- 
lance drivers, electricians, plumbers, 
etc., will said for France this month. 

The plan is to have two stationary 
h'ase hospitals in the villages of Mar- 
ts t and Dampcourt, near the junction 
of the French and British linos. In 
connection with these bases there will 
he dispensaries and motor ambu- 
lances, a bacteriological and X-ray 
department, a pharmacy and modern 
operating rooms. 

It will cost about $175,000 a year 
to support this hospital and the Na- 
tional Woman's Suffrage Association 
has obligated itself to finance the en- 
tire undertaking, 

The money is now being collected 
and $74 has already gone from Nar- 
berth toward Pennsylvania's share 
( $30,000). This sum from a small 
place as Narberth is most encourag- 
ing. 

The Montgomery county branch of 
the Pennsylvania Woman Suffrage 
Association held its fourth annual 
meeting on Wednesday, the 13th. in 
the Library Building, Ardmore, Mrs. 
A. M. Snyder presiding. After pray- 
er by the R,everend C. W. Kitto, of 
Ardmore M. E. Church, and the sing- 
ing of America, the secretary read 
the minutes of the last annual meet- 
ing and the report of the treasurer. 
Mrs. Snyder called for reports from 
the First, Second, Third and Fourth 
Legislative district leaders. These 
reports evidenced much progress and 
deep interest on the part of the wo- 
men of the county, showing, that suf- 
fragists, in addition to regular suf- 
frage work, arc doing their full share 
of war work. 

Mrs. Snyder made a most earnest 
address setting forth our hopes and 
plans for the coming year and urging 
us, with victory in sight, to work 
hard.er than ever before.

immense importance of food conser- 
vation in the United States. This is 
no mere bugaboo, promulgated by 
alarmists, but the result of the most 
careful analysis of food statistics of 
the world. Trained .experts are giv- 
ing this question the benefit of their 
experienco and observation, and are 
showing consumers how apparently 
trifling .economies and a little self-de- 
nial will yield amazing results. If 
every individual in the country, for 
instance, cuts down his consumption 
of wheat bread by one slice daily, 
millions of loaves will be available 
for our allies. 

It is announced by Mr. Hoover that 
during four days in February, thirty- 
five thousand tons of wheat were sunk 
by submarines. In view of the world- 
shortage of wheat, this is a stupen- 
dous calamity, and still further neces- 
sitates the strictest economy and self- 
denial of the in-dividual. Happily, 
we are not yet feeling the pinch of 
iictual hunger; there is plenty of food, 
of various kinds. But we simply must 
economize in wheat, sug'ar and fats, 
ko urgently demanded by the fighting 
men abroad. 

Our citizens must not be deceived 
by false hopes of an early adjustment 
of peace, held out by hopeful vision- 
aries and pacifists. There must not 
1)0 a moment's relaxation of patriotic 
efforts to comply with the urgent 
pleas of the Government, not only for 
saving, but Tor support in every other 
way.
